"consumerism” groups which have been orgsuuzed to 
bring "class action” lawsuits against various and sundry 
manufacturers of food, clothing, autom obiles, and other 
products distributed in the United States. 
There is, however, one small but rather dark cloud on 
the horizon of the "consumerism” fad which is cause for 
concern. 
The 
American free enterprise system , which has 
brought greater prosperity and welfare to the people than 
any other system in world history, has been built on the 
foundation of consumer control over the econom y. The 
buyers of washing machines, Ibrexamine, determine what 
kind, size,shape and 
price of washing machine the 
manufacturer must make. If any given manufacturer does 
not produce a washing machine to the sat isfaction of the 
buyer, than the buyer will purchase the machine from 
another com pany which does m eet his demands. Thus, 
every com pany is forced to do its best to make better 
machines at lower costs. 
However, the new "action” groups appear to be 
com posed 
of 
individuals 
who 
are 
not, 
in 
fact, 
"consumers;” i.e., they do not buy nor do they intend to 
buy the product under contention. Thus, they establish 
themselves as a separate, distinct group outside of the 
free 
market 
to dictate to both 
manufacturer and 
consumers the kind of food they shall produce and eat, 
or the kinds o f automobiles they shall make and use, etc. 
Is it a legitimate function of non-consumers to thus 
presume to dictate to consumers, and manufacturers, 
what they shall make or buy? We would hope that in any 
legal action that may be taken, that the courts will 
determine whether the petitions are, in fact, consumers; 
and if they art* not, will throw the cases out. Our country 
has becom e what it is because the Customer is King, and 
that’s the way we should keep it.

bread and butter economics in

true price picture.

years prior to that.” The error in 
beef prices and retailer margins 
is due to the failure of the U.S. 
Department 
of Agriculture to 
take into account the manner in 
which retailers today purchase 
their beef. Retailers actually pay 
more for beef at wholesale than 
the statistics indicate; and, on 
the selling end as a food chain 
association release points out, 
"...statistics do not reflect the 
great 
impact 
of specials...nor 
does it give adequate weight to 
weekend prices....”

merchants, 
should 
remember 
two facts about the mass foiwl 
retail distribution system 
The 
merchant winds up with about a 
penny profit per dollar of sales,

The staff memo also alleges 
that the new standards reduce 
minimum sizes and, in some 
cases, lumber quality. Under the 
new standards a two-by-four, 
previously less than 2 by 4 
inches, is now actually one and - 
a-half inches by three-and-a-half 
inches. Other lumber sizes are 
also 
reduced 
to less 
than 
previous dimensions. 
Lumber lobbyists in the past 
have 
argued 
that these size 
reductions would result in lower 
lumber prices. Instead, the new 
leaner lumber still sells for the 
old fat lumber prices.

the memo 
concludes , "the Department of 
Commerce has foisted on the 
American public a cruel hoax 
that will result in less house for 
the money.

Militant 
Auto 
Union 
Chiefs 
Crossed That Picket Line: 
DETROIT: - “ Did I pass a 
picket line? Sure. The hell with 
it!” These words hurtled over 
the telephone from none other 
than the fiery 57-year-0ld Emil 
Mazey who for some 23 years 
has been the soft-spoken but 
always class-conscious national 
United Auto Workers (UAW) 
secretary-treasurer. 
So it would be easy, indeed, 
to write a ha-ha story about the 
national 
auto 
union 
chiefs, 
including 
president 
Leonard 
Woodcock and the official Staff 
Council, breaking a picket line 
strung around their headquarters 
here, the not-too-solid Solidarity 
House, by their own clerical, 
o f f i c e 
and 
m a i n te n a n c e 
employes the morning of Friday, 
March 12. 
But that’s not the story. If 
you knew Mazey like some of us 
know Mazey you’d know he 
doesn’t 
scab. 
Nor 
does 
the 
Fabian 
Socialist, 
Brother 
Woodcock. 
It 
was Emil 
Mazey 
who 
organized jobless workers in the 
‘30s 
into 
the 
hardhitting 
Unemployed 
Citizens 
League. 
It was Mazey who challenged the 
military 
establishment 
and 
General MacArthur during World 
War II, "bring-the-boys-home” 
post surrender days. Emil Mazey 
- once back home - put the 
labor "troops”into the streets. 
He is no scab. But isolated in the 
staffless Solidarity House he was 
just sulphurously angry. 
So was President Woodcock, 
who called in the Staff Council a 
few days after the picketing 
began and told this group of 
auto union organizers that they 
might 
find 
it 
philosophically 
satisfying to observe the Local 
42, 
Office 
and 
Professional 
Employes, 
picket 
line, 
but 
hardly economical. They would 
just go off the payroll for the 
duration. 
What Emiz Mazey said — over 
the phone which he answered 
himself - was, “We hire girls and 
pay 
them 
very 
well 
indeed. 
Because we are a union we care 
for our members. But we had 
the members before we had the 
girls. If it’s a choice between the 
girls -- who use the phones 
more 
than they work -- and 
the members, we will stand up 
and fight.” 
Why? Because of the united 
auto union is what is called 
broke, short of cash, in reul need 
of money. 
The 67-day General Motors 
strike cost the UAW some $157 
million. 
When the stragglers 
were in the total ran to $168 
million. To do this the union 
had to borrow some $50 million. 
The general treasury is empty. 
The strike fund - which started 
with almost $120 million last 
September 
- 
is 
busted. The 
members are paying special dues 
assessments. Things are so bad 
the union is cutting down on 
magazine 
subscriptions 
and 
other services. 
And yet the UAW has been 
paying its 330 Detroit clerical 
and maintenance workers (and 
another 120 in other cities) top 
wages - an averuge of $4.70 an 
hour for a 35-hour week,$168 a 


week for some stenographers, 
good holiday pay, and cost of 
living increases during the last 
three years when even the UAW 
rank-and-file 
membership 
did 
not get it. Thus, says Mazey, the 
office help got about 
1,000 
more in three years than did the 
auto workers themselves. 
“They have a better pension 
plan 
than 
the 
membership 
e m p l o y e d 
by 
the 
a ut o 
compa ni es , ” 
added 
Mazey. 
"They have a severance system, 
cost of living allowances and a 
lot 
of 
other 
benefits 
the 
membership 
haven’t 
got 
including a 35-hour week.” 
So 
Emil 
Mazey, 
the 
firebrand, 
called 
the 
office 
workers "greedy”. He said he 
r eck one d 
they 
also 
were 
anti-establishment. 


He added that if the union 
was to yield to the union which 
hit the bricks, the UAW would 
have to raise dues. 
That’s the story. There’s the 
sermon of the year - make it the 
decade. 
Increasing 
dues 
is 
like 
increasing prices. Somehow the 
cost must be passed on. Thus 
brothers Mazey and Woodcock 
reacted, and I presume they 
must, 
as 
would 
any 
other 
employer. They have to balk at 
bankruptcy. They must 
resist 
increasing costs when the money 
to pay them just isn’t there. 
They have to meet a payrolll and 
it must come from someplace. 
They are in debt. They are 
not liquid. Yet they were hit by 
unreasonable 
demands 
for 
a 
hyperthyroid office rank and file 
which knew the damage it was 
doing the reputations of their 
employers personally and the 
“ firm” generally by throwing up 
picket lines across the city. 
Some of the rank and file 
were steamed up by needling 
from 
others in other sectors of 
the 
UAW. 
Some 
are 
just 
anti-leadership. Some are just 
generationists - such 
as the 
d a u g h t e r 
o f 
U A W 
Chrysler-section 
chief, 
Doug 
Fraser. 
She 
was 
on 
the 
negotiation committee. 
So 
we 
see the typically 
motivated rank and file. Just as 
we will see it when Joe Beirne, 
president of the Communication 
Workers 
of 
America, 
begins 
hitting A.T.&T. for a whopping 
25 per cent wage increase for 
half a million workers. Or when 
the 
laconic 
president of the 
United Steelworkers, I.W. “ Abe” 
Abel, 
tangles 
with 
the 
embattled, 
truly 
hard-pressed 
steel industry in behalf of some 
500,000 basic stell workers, or 
copper workers, or aluminum 
company employes this spring. 
The split-second reflexes of 
brethren Mazey and Woodcock 
positively 
demonstrate 
that 
there comes a time when there 
just isn’t enough money in the 
till to satisfy the rank and file, 
just not enough cash to pay 
fantastic pension and holiday 
demands. Then what? 
The n 
like 
Mazey 
and 
Woodcock, the industrialists will 
suy the hell with it. Time has 
come to stand and fight. 
The rank and file had better 
cool it. Solidarity House may 
well be a sign of things to come.

THE ETHICS OF WOMEN 
I have Haiti that the religion preached by Jesus (now wholly 
extinct in the world) was highly favourable to women. This was 
not saying, of course, that women have repaid the compliment by 
adopting it. They are, in fact, indifferent Christians in the primitive 
sense, just as they are bad Christians in the antagonistic modern 
sense, and particularly on the side of ethics. If they actually accept 
the renunciations commanded by the Sermon on the Mount, it is 
only in an effort to flout their substance under cover of their 
appearance No woman is really humble; she is merely politic. No 
woman, with h free choice before her, chooseK self immolation; the 
most she genuinely desires in that direction is a spectacular 
martyrdom. No woman delights in poverty. No woman yields 
when she can prevail. No woman is honestly meek. 
In their practical ethics, indeed, women pay little heed to the 
precepts of the Founder of Christianity, and the fact has passed 
into proverb. Their gentleness, like the so-called honour of men, is 
visible only in situations which offer them no menace. The 
m oment a woman finds herself confronted by an antagonist 
genuinely dangerous, either to their own security or to the 
well being of those under her protection say a child or a husband 
— she displays a bellicosity which stops at nothing, however 
outrageous. In the courts of law one occasionally encounters a 
male extremist who tells the truth, the whole truth and nothing 
but the truth, even when it is against his cause, but no such woman 
has ever been on view since the days of Justinian. It is, indeed, an 
axiom of the bar that women invariably lie upon the stand, and the 
whole effort of a barrister who has one for a client is devoted to 
keeping her within bounds, that the obtuse supsicions of the male 
jury may not be unduly aroused. Women litigants almost always 
win their cases, not, as is commonly assumed, because the jurymen 
fall in love with them, but simply and solely because they are 
clear-headed, resourceful, implacable and without qualms. 
What is here visible in the halls of justice, in the face of a vast 
technical equipment for combating mendacity, is ten times more 
obvious in freer fields. Any man who is so unfortunate as to have a 
serious controversy with a woman, say in the departments of 
finance, theology or amour, must inevitably carry away from it a 
sense of having passed through a dangerous and almost gruesome 
experience. Women not only bite in the clinches; they bite even in 
open fighting; they have a dental reach, so to speak, of amazing 
length. No attack is so desperate that they will not undertake it, 
once they are aroused; no device is so unfair and horrifying that it 
stays them. In my early days, desiring to improve my prose, I 
served for a year or so as reporter for a newspaper in a police 
court, and during that time I heard perhaps four hundred cases of 
socalled wife-beating. The husbands, in their defence, almost 
invariably pleaded justification, and some of them told such tales 
of studied atrocity at the domestic hearth, both psychic and 
physical, that the learned magistrate discharged them with tears in 
his eyes and the very catchpolls in the courtroom had to blow their 
noses. Many more men than women go insane, and many more 
married men than single men. The fact puzzles no one who has had 
the same opportunity that I had to find out what goes on, year in 
and year out, behind the doors of apparently happy homes. A 
woman, if she hates her husband (and many of them do), can make 
life so sour and obnoxious to him that even death upon the gallows 
seems sweet by comparison. This hatred, of course, is often, and 
perhaps almost invariably, quite justified. To be the wife of an 
ordinary man, indeed, is an experience that must be very hard to 
bear. The hollowness and vanity of the fellow, his petty meanness 
and 
stupidity, 
his 
puling 
sentimentality 
and credulity, his 
bombastic air of a cock on a dunghill, his anaesthesia to all 
whispers and summonings of the spirit, above all, his laothsome 
clumsiness in am our— all these things must revolt any woman 
above the lowest. To be the object of the oafish affections of such 
a creature, even when they are honest and profound, cannot be 
expected to give any genuine joy to a woman of sense and 
refinement. His performance as a gallant, as Honoré de balzac long 
ago observed, unescapably suggests a gorilla’s efforts to play the 
violin. Women survive the tragi-comedy only by dint of their great 
capacity for play-acting. They are able to act so realistically that 
often 
they 
deceive 
even 
themselves; 
the 
average 
w om an’s 
contentm ent, indeed, is no more than a tribute to her histrionism. 
But there must be innumberable revolts in secret, even so, and one 
sometimes wonders that so few women, with the thing so facile and 
so safe, poison their husbands. Perhaps it is not quite as rare as 
vital statistics make it out; the death rate among husbands is very 
much higher than among wives. More than once, indeed, I have 
gone to the funeral of an acquaintance who died suddenly, and 
observed a curious glitter in the eyes of the inconsolable widow 
Even in this age of emancipation, normal women have few 
serious transactions in life save with their husbands and potential 
husbands; the business of marriage is their dominant concern from 
adolescence to senility. When the step outside their habitual circle 
they show the same alert and eager wariness that they exhibit 
within it. A man who has dea’ings with them must keep his wits 
about him, and even when he is most cautious he is often 
flabbergasted 
by 
their 
sudden 
and 
unconscionable 
forays. 
Whenever a woman goes into trade she quickly gets a reputation as 
a sharp trader. Every little town in America has its H«*tty Green, 
each sweating blood from turnips, each the terror of all the male 
usurers of the neighborhood. The man who tackles such an amazon 
of barter takes his fortune into his hands; he has little more chance 
of success against the feminine technique in business than he has 
against the feminine technique in marriage. In both arenas the 
advantage of women lies in their freedom from sentimentality. In 
business they address themselves wholly to their own profit, and 
give no thought whatever to the hopes, aspirations and amour 
proper of their antagonists. And in the duel of sex they fence, not 
to make points, but to disable and disarm. A man, when he 
succeeds in throwing off a woman who has attem pted to marry 
him, always carries away a maudlin sympathy for her in her defeat 
and dismay. But no one ever heard of a woman who pitied the 
poor fellow whose honest passion she had found it expedient to 
spurn. On the contrary, women take delight in such clownish 
agonies, and exhibit them proudly, and boast about them to other 
women.

made by several companies and

Zinc chelate is not tied up in the

It is, indeed, an 
axiom o f the bar that w om en invariably lie upon the stand, and the 
w hole effort o f a barrister w ho has one for a client is devoted to 
keeping her w ith in bounds, that the obtuse supsicions o f the male 
jury m ay not be unduly aroused. W om en litigants alm ost alw ays 
w in their cases, not, as is co m m o n ly assumed, because the jurym en 
fall in love w ith them , but sim ply and solely because they are 
clear-headed, resourceful, im placable and w ith o u t qualms. 
W hat is here visible in the halls o f justice, in the face o f a vast 
technical equipm ent for com bating m endacity, is ten times more 
obvious in freer fields. A n y man w ho is so unfortunate as to have a 
serious controversy w ith a w om an, say in the departm ents of 
finance, theology or am our, must inevitably carry aw ay from it a 
sense of having passed through a dangerous and almost gruesome 
experience.

life so sour and obnoxious to him that even death upon the gallows 
seems sweet by com parison. T his h a trid , o f course, is often, and 
perhaps alm ost invariably, quite justified. T o be the w ife o f an 
ordinary m an, indeed, is an experience that must be very hard to 
bear. T he hollow ness and vanity o f the fellow , his petty meanness

o f barter takes his fortune into his hands; he has little m ore chance 
o f success against the fem inine technique in business than he has 
against the fem inine technique in m arriage. In both arenas the 
advantage o f w om en lies in their freedom from sentim entality. In 
business they address them selves w h o lly to their o w n profit, and 
give no thought w hatever to the hopes, aspirations and am our 
proper o f their antagonists. A nd in the duel o f sex they fence, not 
to m ake points, but to disable and disarm. A m an, w hen he 
succeeds in throw ing o ff a w om an w ho has attem pted to m arry 
him , alw ays carries away a m audlin sym path y for her in her defeat 
and dism ay. B u t no one ever heard o f a w om an w ho pitied the 
poor fellow whose honest passion she had found it expedient to 
spurn. O n tho con trary, w om en take delight in such clow nish 


agonies, and exhibit them pro u d ly, and boast about them to other 
w om en.

A recent soil test is the best 
guide to apply fertilizer by.

states. The following fertilizer 
program is suggested if you do 
not have a recent test to go by; 
(1) Apply 160 to 200 lbs. of

This may not be the best rate, 
but without a soil test it will do.

(3) Apply 5 to 10 lbs. of 
actual zinc per acre on recently 
leveled fields and low organic 
matter sandy soils. Mix with 
fertilizer and broadcast or band 
with starter. 
(4) Plant 20 to 22,000 plants 
per acre. This should give a stand 
of 18 to 20,000. Leaf blight was

(6) Be sure to get a soil 
sample before next crop year.

Several 
corn 
fields 
have 
shown 
visual 
zinc 
deficiency 
symptoms during the past two 
or 
three 
years 
in 
Southeast 
Missouri, according to John D. 
G a r r e t t , 
area 
a g r o n o m y 
specialist, Delta Center. 


Both 
field and greenhouse 
st u d ie s 
have 
demonstrated 
responses from the use o f zinc. 
Z i n c 
deficiencies, 
however, 
are not widespread. 
The crops 
most seriously affected in this 
area are corn and grain sorghum. 


The 
major 
areas 
of 
zinc 
d e fic ie n c y 
are 
located 
in 
Mississippi, Scott, Stoddard and 
New 
Madrid 
counties 
states 
Garrett. Zinc deficiency is most 
often found in fields recently 
leveled 
to grade. Most of the 
zinc a soil contains is in topsoil . 
When ground is put to grade the 
zinc 
is 
usually 
moved. 
This 
leaves the subsoil exposed with 
v e r y 
little 
zinc. 
However, 
u n d i s t r u b e d 
soils 
can 
be 
deficient in zinc. Soils that have 
a 
PH 
above 
6.5 and a high 
phosphorus 
level 
also 
often 
respond to zinc. Oftentimes high 
PH 
and excessive 
phosphorus 
levels create zinc deficiency even 
if 
the 
soil 
has an 
adequate 
supply. Cold wet soils in the 
early spring also contribute to 
zinc deficiency. 
Zinc deficiency in corn is 


usually pretty easy to recognize. 
A broad band of yellow or white 
tissue develops on both sides of 
the midribs when plants are 2 to 
3 weeks old. These pale bands 
start near the base o f the leaf 
but generally do not extend to 
the tips. The margins and midrib 
generally remain green, part of 
the deficient tissue may die or 
turn reddish-brown. The stalk

Zinc can be applied in 
several differnt forms, however, 
tw o types are primarily used in 
this area. These are zinc sulfate, 
36% zinc and zinc chelate. Zinc 
sulfate is a granular material and 
can 
be mixed with grandular 
fertilisers. Zinc sulfate should be 
applied at the rate of 15 to 60 
lbs. 
per 
acre. 
The rate 
will 
depend 
on 
the 
extent 
of 
deficiency. 
Zinc 
chelates 
are 
made by several companies and 


the percentage of zinc will vary. 
Zinc chelate is not tied up in the 
soil and moves with 
the soil 
water. Zinc chelates should be 
a p p l i e d 
a c c o r d i n g 
t o 
m a n u f a c t u r e r s ’ 
instructions. 
Either source can be broadcast 
or banded. Broadcast zinc has 
usually 
increased 
yields more 
than banding. If zinc sulfate is 
banded, rate can be reduced 1/3 
to 1/2. Zinc sulfate should be

Garrett states.

During th«* spring of 1970 we 
tested over 300 samples for zinc. 
Thirty- one

showed a critical need for zinc 
with a positive response of 8 to

T w e n t y - o n e 
percent 
(2 1 % ) 
tested medium with response to 
added zinc probably. This left 
only 48% testing high with no 
response to zinc expected. 
Ail soils will not respond to 
added 
zinc; however, a good

will. 
This

leveled and yields are increased. 
One sure way to tell is to have 
your soil tested. The sample will 
not be tested for zinc unless you 
request it. Be sure to use clean 
tools for taking samples for zinc 
test.
